(k'noting  that  the  oiiginal  bearers  of  them 
W('re  the  sons  of  John,  William,  Rich.ard,  &’c. 

It  appears  to  have  been  tlie  custom  with 
all  nations  to  give?  surnames  of  this  kind. 

To  begin  with  the  most  ancient  writings, tho 
Hebrew  Scrijifiires,  wc  find  the  name  of  the 
father  verv  often  mentioned  in  conjunction 
with  tl  le  name  itself.  Thus,  “  Jeroboam, 
the  son  of  Nebat,”  “  David,  the  son  of 
Jesse” — and  not  unfrcquently  tho  name  is 
suppressed,  and  the  person  is  designated  by 
his  pedigr(*e  alone.  In  the  book  of  Numbers, 
Hahuarn  thus  addre'sses  Balak,  the  king  of 
IMoab ;  “Hearken  unto  me  thou  sou  of 
Zippor ;”  and  in  the  books  of  Samuel, 
David  is  four  times  denominated  “  The  son 
of  Jesse’’  without  having  his  name  prefixed: 
thus,  “  Will  the  son  of  Jesse  give  every  one 
of  you  fielils  and  vineyards,’’  A’c.  'I’he 
manner  in  which  this  is  expressed  in  the 
original,  is  by  prefixing  the  word  Hen,  i.  e. 
son,  to  the  father’s  name.  For  instance  in 
the  places  above  quoted:  “  Ilea; ken  unto 
me  Hexi-Zipporf  “  Will  Ben-Jessc  give  yon 
fields,  A’C.” 

In  the  New  Testament,  we/ind  the  same 
mode  of  fomiio"  Patronymics,  by  prefixing 
the  word  Bar,  signifying  sow,  to  the  name  of 
the  father — thus,  Har-Jonas,  Bar-Jesus,  Bar- 
Timoeus  Bar-Tholomew,  i.  e.  Son  of  Jonas, 
Son  of  Jesus,  son  of  Timeeus,  son  of  Thotmi 
Tholomaus, 

In  the  Arabic  too,  a  kindred  dialect  loth'' 
Hebrew’,  we  are  told  that  the  same  mode  ob¬ 
tains  of  forming  surnames,  by  prefixing  the 
word  /iven,  son :  thus,  the  son  of  Pace,  is 
I  called  Aven-Pace  ;  the  son  of  Tioar  is  called 
Aven-Zoar. 

To  this  corresponds  the  custom  in  several 
modern  languages.  The  vast  number  ot 
Irish  and  Scottish  names  beginning  with 
Mac,  it  is  well  known  are  all  patronymics, 
that  being  the  word  for  son  in  the  Erse  or 
G.’clic.  Thus,  Mnc-Neal,  Mac-Gregor, 
me.an  son  of  Neal,  son  of  (iregor. 

In  like  manner,  the  names  Fitz-Adam, 
Fitz-Osbornc,  Fitz-llarris,  Fitz-flugh,diO^ 
also  Patronymics,  the  word  Fitz  standing 
for  son  in  tlie  old  Norman  French,  being  u 
corruption  ot  the  Latin 

The  Welsh  wo  are  told  had,  until  latelv. 
no  other  surnames  than  such  patronymic*. 
They  prefix  the  syllabic  np  for  xnab,  sou. 
Thus  the  name  Ap-Oiren  in  Wales  exactly 
corresponds  to  the  name  Owevson  in  Kn- 
gland.  Their  more  recent  surnames  arc 
said  to  be  formed  by  suppressing  tlie  a  in 
ap,  and  joining  the  p  to  the  father’s  name.
